HOW TO GROW ROSES 


Roses need plenty of sun and good rich soil. 
We have found that they do better if planted 
7 beds. The rose bed should be top dressed 
with 2 to 3 inches of cattle or sheep manure, 
and add a cup full of bone meal to each plant 
then spade under the whole works to a depth 
of 10 to 12 inches, then set the roses. Plant 
12 to 18 inches apart and 3 to 5 inches deeper 
than they grew in the nursery. 


Roses need to be sprayed often and regularly 
every 10 days with BLACK LEAF 40. Use 1

PLANTING AND CARE OF SHRUBS 


: The planting of shrubs is quite simple. All that is necessary is to have the hole of 
sufficient size so the roots will not be crowded. Set the plant 2 to 3 inches deeper es 
it grew in the nursery, then fill the hole one-half full soil and put on one or two buckets 
water, When the water settles fill up the hole with soil. 

. Trimming shrubs, the following rule will apply. Shrubs that bloom before July ee 
should be trimmed after they bloom. Shrubs blooming after July 1st should be trim 
med early in the spring or late fall before frost. 

The best Spray for shrubbery is BLACK LEAF 40. 1 oz. will make 6 gallon 
spray.
